The 
seco nd reaso n fo r no t hav ing a unit was 
that all av ailable units o f the Indiana Na­ 
tio nal Guard were already placed; there 
just wasn’t a unit fo r Rushv ille to call its 
o wn ev en if the respo nse had called fo r 
o ne. . .”

WASHINGTON -4* - The end was in sight today for 
the Senate’s debate on the McCarthy censu re issu e 
with a u nanimou s consent agreement to begin v oting 
Wednesday afternoon.

McCarthy (R-Wis) won approv al Monday 
night of a proposal to “ proceed to v ote" at 3 p. m, 
Wednesday the first actu al v ote to take place abou t 
an hou r later on the first of amendments to a two- 
cou nt censu re resolu tion pending against him. 
With debate u nder a time control starting today , 
Senate Majority Leader Know land of California and 
McCarthy said they believ e the session will end 
Thu rsday . 
The resolu tion asks that McCarthy be officially 
rebu ked for ( 1) alleged contemptu ou s treatment of 
a Senate elections su bcommittee which inv estigated 
his finances in 1951 52. and (2) for alleged abu se of 
Brig. Gen Ralph W. Zv v icker, a witness before Mc­ 
Carthy ’s Inv estigations su bcommittee. 
Bu t McCarthy , ex pressing hope that the Senate 
will “ get this thing ov er with,” said he thinks his 
critics may come u p with “ 15, 20 or 25” additional 
cou nts. 
He said he still has no dou bt, despite an ex pres 
sion of regret Monday ov er some of the blu nt words 
in which he had criticized colleagu es, that the Sen 
ate will censu re him “ when it gets arou nd to it.” 
McCarthy ’s Senate declaration apparently won him 
no pu blic conv erts among his colleagu es. Some sen 
ators said they felt it was designed to appeal for 
enou gh Repu blican v otes to giv e him majority su p­ 
port within his own party members. 
McCarthy hinted broadly that censu re resolu tions 
might be offered against senators who attacked him, | 
notably Sen. F’landers (R-Vt), who started the cen­ 
su re ball rolling against McCarthy in a speech in 
which he compared his tactics with those of Hitler. 
In mov ing to limit debate, McCarthy talked of the 
Commu nist danger ou tside and within the cou ntry .

Farmers may 
also want to take adv antage o f the 
new pro gram to plant trees o r to 
subso il. Many o f these practices 
sh o u ld 
be giv en co nsideratio n, Sis­ 
so n po ints o ut, as a means o f mak­ 
ing the best use o f div erted acres. 
Mo st o f the lo an funds will co me 


fro m priv ate so urces—banks, in­ 
surance co mpanies, and co -o pera­ 
tiv es—and will be insured by the 
federal go v ernment. In so me ca ses, 
ho wev er, direct go v ernment lo ans 
will be made when funds fro m pri­ 
v ate so urces are no t av ailable. The 
Fa rm er’s Ho me Administratio n will 
make the lo ans, co llect the pay ­ 
ments, and serv ice the applica­ 
tio ns.

fo r sev era l bakings. It will keep 
fo r at least six weeks witho ut re- j 
frigeratio n and can be used in any j 
size recipe. Master Mix is adapted 
and is satisfa cto ry fo r use in many 
pro ducts that hav e the same basic j 
pro po rtio ns. Amo ng these are bis-1 
cuits, muffins, cakes and co o kies. 
It is no t to o satisfacto ry , ho wev er, 
fo r pastries. 
Besides 
Master 
Mix , 
ano ther 
helpful metho d fo r the ho memaker 
is the freezing o f co o ked o r pre­ 
pared fo o ds such as cakes, pies, 


meats, ca ssero les, so ups, and sand­ 
wiches. 
When 
pro perly 
handled, 
so me fo o ds arc ex cellent. To guide 
the ho memaker, Lo is Oberhelman 
and Ann Liggett, Purdue nutritio n 
specialists, hav e set do wn a few 
special rules to be fo llo wed. So me

cleanliness,

quickly , 
freeze 
quickly , and sto re at an ev en tem ­ 
perature.

3 4 4 , “ Master Mix ,” and Ex tensio n 
Bulletin 3 4 7 , “ Freezing Prepared
